Guardships Were Trapped. 

The Tipsey, accompanied by a launch, 
was guarding the mouth of Lake 
Borgne canal, which connects Lake 
Borgne wi. the Mississippi river, 6 
miles distant. At an early hour this 
morning Lieutenant Ivy, of the naval 
brigade, with fifteen men on board the 
scheoner Nunez, sailed out of the canal 
and paid no attention to the block- 
aders. They followed and eventually | 
overhauled the Nunez, and when they! 
pulled up alongside, the Mississippians 
discovered that they had been trapped. 
They were all made prisoners, and ther 
vessels seized. They were taken to the 
parish jail at St. Bernard. 

The report wired to Jackson that Lieu- 
tenant Ivy and his crew had been cap- 
tured by the Mississ:ppi boat is evidently 
erroneous, for the Mississippi crew are 
now immured in the parish jail at St. 
Bernard. <A dispatch to The Picayune 
from Jackson tonight says that the Lou- 
isiana boat was captured, which is 
wrong.

You 
are the judges in every criminal case of 
the law and of tne facts in this way: 
You get the law of which you judge 
from the court, and the facts from the 
witnesses on the stand. Apply the one 
to the other, and make up your verdict. 
What the facts in this case are, I. inti- 
to you no opinion; but, gentlemen, 
the law of this case I am responsible 
for. It is my duty to instruct the jury 
properly as to the legal principles appli- 
cable to this case, and you are bound 
to take the law of this case from me, 
just as I am bound to absolutely refrain 
from suggesting or intimating any opin- 
ion at all about the evidence. The one 
is your domain and the other is mine. 

“You have nothing to do wita the 
question of the custom of the law which 
the court gives you nor of the results of 
its application. It is your duty simply 
to apply the law as. the court gives it 
to you In charge and then fearlessly, 
honestly and impartially render a ver- 
dict which will speak tne truth of this 
iesue.’’ 

The judge then directed the jury as to 
the manner of their verdict and the jury 
retired at 10:15 o’ciock.

Address on Home Progress 
before Farmers, 


‘WIVES ARE NOT TREATED 


AS HUSBANDS’ EQUALS

Speaker Says Women in the Country 
Should Have Their Share of 
Farm’s Proceeds and Then 
They Would Improve and 
Beautify Homes.

Commerce, Ga., A: Aust 4.~(Special.)— 
No such gathering of farmers has ever 
convened in this section as {es here today 
attending the farmers’ institute of the 
thirty-third senatorial district. 

The attendance is variously estimated 
at from five to seven thousand. 

In the forenoon Hon. R. J. Redding 
spoke to several hundred farmers on s0!] 
and fertilizers. At the same time Profes- 
sor Hart, of the university, spoke to a 
larwe crowd on fruit culture. At anoth- 
er place Professor Johnson spoke to a 
large audience on seed gelection. 

Professor Spillman, of the department 
of agriculture of Washington, D. C., 
algo spoke to a large audience, 

Mrs. Gerdine, of Macon, made an ex- 
cellent talk on the improvement of the 
country home. She is an excellent talk- 
er, and she captured her audience. No 
address delivered during the exercise of 
the institute has been the subjg:t- of 
so much favorable comment. A brief 
synopsis of her address is herewith pre- 
sented: 


Mrs. Gerdime’s Address. 

There has been less progress in the 
country homes of the south than any in- 
stitution In America and there are obvi- 
ous reasons for it. First, they are too 
scattered. In the next place men as a 
rule do not treat the women of the home 
as their equals or give them the freedom 
necessary to developement. They should 
have their part of the proceeds of the 
farm to use as they please, then they will 
begin to think and plan for improving 
and beautifying their homes. Another rea- 
son for slow progress is the quality of 
the average kitchen maid. She does not 
care for improved implements, They in- 
voke more care and thought than she is 
willing to give. The housekeeper does not 
want to do the cooking because the 
kitchen is so unattractive, hence the ne- 
gro is installed and the wheels of prog- 
ress stop. 

Women of Georgia should see to it that 
their sphere of activity keeps abreast o% 
the times; their children have a right- 
ful claim; their self respect demands it 
The nation looks largely to the country 
homes to. recruit the depleted ranks of 
statesmen and rulers, Then let the homes 
be such as to lay the foundations for 
such characters. 

The perils of country life have caused 
many men to determine to move to town 
as soon as they are able; hence the un- 
settled feeling has stopped all improve- 
ment. The government is interested in 
keeping the rural population contented. 
therefdre it is granting every reasonable 
demand: free mail deliveries, good roads, 
schools. 

Now ask for mounted police, equipped to 
strike terror to all evildoers, and you will 
have your homes safe from intrusion. 
When the country home is what it should 
be, the city people will prefer rural beau. 
ties and luxuries rather than at tiresome 
and expensive summer resorts. 

At noon the institute adjourned for din- 
ner. The procession was formed, head- 
ed by a band, followed by carriages 
containing the speakers and distinguish- 
ed visitors, and marched to the city 
park, where a barbecue for the farmers 
had been prepared by the business men 
of the city. Something near $500 had 
been expended for carcasses. This had 
been prepared by imported expert cooks, 
and it was tempting and delicious. There 
was enough for all and to spare. 

Harvie Jordan Speaks. 

After the excellent dinner Hon. Har- 
vie Jordan spoke to the thousanus of 
farmers standing on the pavillion in the 
park.

The pharse “Mason and Dixon's 
line” played so prominent a part in! 
the protracted controversy over slav- | 
ery which culminated in the civil war, 
and lends itself so readily to discus- 
sions even at this belated date, that 
it has become one of the most histor- 
ically significant in our national ety- 
mology. While it can hardly be as- 
serted that the boundary, as original- 
ly marked out, constituted a literal 
line of demarcation as between the 
sentiments and sympathies of north 
and south, it supplied a convenient 
generalization and was probably as 
nearly accurate as the peculair con- 
formation of geography and opinion 
then permitted. 

A reminiscent flurry will follow the 
announcement that for the third time 
the old line hag been surveyed, and 
that it now runs along the original 
parallels marked by the same stubby 
stone posts sent from England in 1763. 
This third and most recent survey 
was of the most peaceful disposition, 
being inspired by motives of patriot- 
ism and a sentiment we are glad to 
recognize in this day of universal pre- 
occupation.
